PARTY HAD ITS INSTRUMENTS 
PLACED ON HILL NEAR 
ISTHMUS 





Enthusiastic over success of the 
Pomona College astronomical expe- 
dition at Catalina Island for the pur-j 
pose of viewing the eclipse, S. H. 
Brackett, member of the party and 
father of Prof. F. P. Brackett of 
Pomona College, returned Tuesday 
night from Catalina. 

Mr. Brackett, who is a student of 
astronomy, having perfected in past 
years several valuable instruments 
used in studying the heavens, told 
of interesting phases of the eclipse 
which could not be seen by the 
naked eye. 

He stated the expedition was the 
most successful of any of the groups 
sent from all over the world to the 
coast to study the phenomena. 

According to \his story fog rolled 
in over the mountains of Catalina 
ebscuring the view until near the be- 
ginning of totality. At that time the 
clouds parted and an exceptional 
view was afforded the Pomona party. 
Reports from other expeditions on 
the island and at San Diego points 
and in Mexico have confirmed the 
fact that Pomona College men had 
the best view of any of the eclipse. 

Remarkable Pictures 

Several pictures were taken, little | 
realizing they would turn out well. 
Considerable doubt was expressed as} 
to their value until yesterday when 
S. H. Brackett stated he had heard 
since his return home that several 
good photographic results had been | 
obtained. 

The large number of valuable in- 
struments used to study the solar 
eclipse were packed up in two days | 
and were scheduled to leave Cata- 
lina Island for San Pedro yester- 
day. A small government “Hagle”’ 
boat transported the party and in- 
struments to the island and another 
government boat was to arrive at 
the Isthmus to transport the men 
and instruments back to the main- 
land. 

Relative to the eclipse itself, Mr. 
Brackett said when it was total their 
party could easily see through the 
northeastern horizon, shades of pink 
and yellow light. Reason for this 
coloring was given as the fact that 
the station was within a few miles 
of the outline of the shadow. 

“The corona was of an ordinary 
outline and not conspicuous for 
prominent projections. We _ilost 
some of the details of this phase

P. Brackett, director of the Clare- 
mont station, and congratulated him 
upon his good fortune. 

Hundreds of people crowded around 
the mountain heights where the Po- 
mona College expedition was sta- 
tioned. Instruments were placed on 
a mountain height near the Catalina 
Island isthmus. Members of the 
local party stayed at a nearby camp- 
ing place formerly used as a camp 
by F, P. Brackett, head of the Po- 
mona College Brackett observatory. 

A complete rehearsal of plans for 
viewing the eclipse was staged sev- 
eral times over on Sunday with 
every minute detail of the work of 
studying the phenomena going off 
in clocklike order on Monday. 

F. P. Brackett will study findings 
of the expedition and make full and 
complete reports of the same. 

Twenty-one persons were in the 
party which carried over twenty in- 
struments used in studying the 
eclipse. Many of these instruments 
were of tremendous value, some of 
them having been made by those in 
the party for their special use. 

Personnel of the party and the 
duties of each one during the eclipse 
were as_ follows: E. P. Bartlett, 
pyrheliometer; F. P Brackett, six- 
inch equatorial; F. P. Brackett, Jr., 
quartz lens camera; Mrs. F_ P.

As, soon as you have the car in 
high speed, assume a natural, eom- 
fortable position. Avoia a_ strained, 
high-tension grip on the wheal, Driv- 
ing a car is not tiresome if one sits 
in an easy upright position. The 
: sage who slouches in his seat must 
@ constantly shifting. He cannot 
apply the brakes without sitting erect. 
He must change his position to shift 
gear, 

‘ Yt is quite as essential to know how 
to stop the car quickly and smoothly 
as it is to know how to start it. The 
operation of braking is one of the 
most important in driving. 
Worshiped at Shrine of Speed. 

The highways are strewn with the 
wrecks of cars whose drivers wor- 
shiped at the shrine of speed. When 
the crisis comes the green driver is 
apt to forget the counsels of his glib 
instructor and another accident is 
chalked to the tol of “I didu’t know.” 
If you must test the spirit of your 
ear, wait untli you are perfectly sure 
of your abillty to drive, until you 
would be willing to be the man in the 
tonneau. 

You have heard many an enthustas- 
@le owner boast that his car could 
take such and such a hill on “high.” 
Doubtless it will, but at the same 
time he is putting an unnecessary 
strain upon his metor when he forces 
such a performance. The intermedi- 
ate speed is placed on the car to use, 
Jt is a mistake to allow the motor to 
labor. 


Good Accident Preventive, 

Second speed its a good accident 
preventive when threading the maze 
of city traffle. The car Is easily held 
under leash and may be stopped gently 
without Jamming the brakes, 

Only an amateur will allow his mo- 
tor to race unnecessarily, Motor rac- 
ing consumes gasoline in appalling 
drafts, and is also hard on the engine. 
After you have learned the A, B, C's 
of car manipulation, adopt the accel 
erator instead of the throttlelever on 
the steering wheel. 

When you come to a stop in traffic, 
don't forget the man behind. The 
Nand held up tn warning may 
a reat-end collision. Show your in 
tention of swerving off into side 
street by holding out your arm hori- 
zontally. These sigus have become 
aecepted among motorists as a uni- 
versal sign language. It’s these Httle 
courtesies that help to make motoring 
a pleasure.

Highway Improvement Is 


Costing Billion a Year 


The magnitude of the eountry’s road 
improvement program is emphasized 
in a summary of the government's par- 
ticipation made by Thomas H. Mac- 
Donald, chief of the United 
bureau of public roads, who was the 


principal speaker at the twentieth an- | 


nual convention of the American Road 
Builders’ association, held in New 
York city. 

“Long strides have been made in im- 
provement of roads in the United 
States,” he said, “but the building pro- 


gram of the country has scarcely been | 


dented. The federal government gives 
a little more than 6 per cent of aid to 
states and localities tn meeting the ex- 
penses of improving roads. Since 1916 
the bureau of public roads has undes- 
taken a program of 180,000 miles of 
road Improvement help. 

“Throughout the United States last 
year a total of §$976,000,000 was spent 


by the federai government, the states, | 
counties, and municipalities tn building | 


and improving roads. There are 2,800,- 


000 miles of roads in this country, of | 


which 2,500,000 miles remain to be {m- 
proved. 

“Building of good automobile roads 
will not hurt railroads but will help 
thei. 


spending money for the benefit of the 
eountry at large rather than for the 
states themselves, 

“Most of the traffic Ie local, that ig 
within the state. Take the case of 
Connecticut, for instance. There the 
trafic on the highways ts 70 per cent 
local. That fs, it 1s traffle confined 
within the state’s borders, giving the 
state the largest benefit of its road tm- 
provement. In general, we have found 
that 85 per cent of the road traffic on 
automobile highways is truck or short- 
haul traffic and that @5 per cent ts 
pleasure. But the bulk of traffle re 
mains within state boundaries.”

to Appeal to Sympathy of 
i Patriotic Citizens. 
The sale of fake “veteran” maga- | 


zines and publications has cost the | 
pubHe more than $5,000,000 within a | 
period of fourteen months, according | 
to information received by the Amer- 
fean Vegion which has issued a wara- 
ing against the operations of promot- 
ers of the spurlous publications. 

Publishers often use the name 
“veteran” to persuade the public that 
former service men get part of tne 
proceeds of sales. Their salesmen do 
not hesitate to use the disabled and 
wounded plea. Investigations by the | 
Legion and other Veterans’ organiza- 
tions and the Department of Justice 
have disclosed that entire proceeds of | 
publications go into the pockets of | 
persons who did not serve in the war, | 
and who capitalize the patriotism of | 
the American public and the reputa- | 
tion of World war fighters to enrich | 
themselves. 

Salesmen often peddle the publica- | 
i tions with the plea of “help ex-sol- | 
diers”; “proceeds help disabled men”; | 
“wounded myself in France, and can- | 
not get a job.” In some cases it was | 
found to be the “game” for publishers 
to disown agents soliciting advance 
subscriptions. Other agents were) 
found to have bought and worn | 
“wound buttons” from private ‘con- | 
cerns. Many peddlers who have been | 
arrested admitted that they were not | 
fofmer service men. By using the 
“heip - the - boys - who - fought-for-you” | 
plea, they have disposed of magazines, 
some at 25 cents a copy, their profit 
ranging from 17-to 19 cents.

LLINOIS las at last bought the 
Cahokia Mounds—at any rate the 
fast state legislature passed a 
Dill appropriating $50,000 for 
their purchase and Governor 
Sinall signed it. So these im- 
portant relics of a prehistoric 
people will be preserved to pos- 
terity as a state park. 

These Cahokia Mounds add 
the attraction of mystery to a 
region rich in historical associa-

tures of prehistoric peoples and these Cahokia 
Mounds are presumably the most important of 
them all from an archeological viewpoint. When 
were they built? Who built them? What became 
of the builders? 

These same questions were asked of the Mlinois 
Indians when the first white men set eyes on the 
Cahokia Mounds 250 years ago. The answer was 
the same then as now—‘‘Nobody knows.” 

These first white men were Jollet and Mar- 
quette—French explorer and Jesuit priest—who 
came down the Mississippi in 1673 from Canada 
by canoe, In 1675 the famous Jesuit founded a 
mission among the Indians at Kaskaskia. LaSalle 
began his operations in the Mississippi Valley in 
1679 by building Fort Creve on the Illinois river 
at Peoria, Then the French settled all along the 
east side of the Mississippi from Cahokia to Fort 
Chartres, Until the English wrested Canada from 
France in 1765 all this region was French. The 





French staid on, with the British as overlords, 
Then came the Revolution and George Rogers 


Ciark’s «splendid military coup, with results that 
made the American mareh across the continent in- 
evitable—of which more later. 

Virst, as to the Cahokia Mounds: The illustra- 
tions herewith are by courtesy of Prof, Warren 
K, Moorehea! and are from an article by Robert 
Hl. Moulton in America Today, Chicago, with the 
title, “Movement Is Launched to Preserve Prehis- 
toric Mounds in Wlinois.” This article contains 
the following: : 

“There is in Minols a group of relies that stand 
to the prehistoric Indian culture of the United 
States as the pyramids do to that of Egypt—the 
Cahokia Mounds, near Bast St. Louis, including 
the Monks Mound, the largest known mass of earth 
ever built up by the labor of human hands. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the Egyptian 
pyramids are masses of stone and that they stand 
in a region without yalue, they have been partially 
demolished. Complete destruction would before 
now have been their fate, in all probability, had 
the Ngyptian pyramids been great earthworks and 
the surrounding land needed for industrial devel- 
opment. A warning was sounded by Professor 
Warren K. Moorehead, the well-known archeolo- 
gist, and largely through his efforts a movement 
has been started to have the state of IlInots pur- 
chase the entire Cahokia Mound region for park 
purposes, A bill having in view the preservation 
of these mounds failed of passage in the Illinois 
legislature in 1913. It “appears, however, that It 
Was not so much the cost of the land that deterred 
the state legislature from acting favorably In the 
matter, as the question raised by some as to 
whether the mounds were built by man or were 
f natural formation, notwithstanding that there 
has never been any doubt in the minds of arehe- 
ologists as to their artificial construction. 

To set at rest all deubts in the matter, Profes- 
sor Moorehead, with the co-operation of the Unl- 
versity of Tlinois, Phillips Academy of Andover, 
Mass., and a number of individuals, began a series 
of explorations of several of the mounds during 
the fall of 1921 and continued them the following 
spring with the most gratifying results. Pottery 
fragments in grent abundanee, large quantities of 
flint chips, animal hones, and Many complete 
human burials unearthed at considerable depths in 
several of the mounds, prove conclusively that they 
are the work of human hands, It Is the belief of 
Professor Moorehead that the largest of the group, 
Monks Mound, so-called because of the presence 
there of the Trappists during a short period be- 
tween 1808 and 1818, was a very long time in the 
buflding and that tt probably was begun as a re- 
pository for the dead. ‘That is, certain burials 
were made and other small mounds added as burt- 
alg took place, Finally the structure became so 
large that the natives made it into a pyramid, 
added the upper terraces und used the top as a 
place of residence, 

“While practically all of the Cahokia group of 
mounds, 72 in number, remain, their e 
tour has altered since the 
cheology gay

pioneers in Cahokia ar 
e-us clear word pictures of conditions 
as they existed several generations ago, In all 
written accounts of the mounds most attention 
Seems to have been concentrated on the largest 
tumulus known as Monks Mound, In facet nearly 
all the descriptions center in this ranking atruc

ture. The highest point of this mound as it ex- 
ists today Is 102 feet, its longest axis is 1,080 feet, 
and it covers slightly more than 16 acres. The 
great pyramid of Cheops In Egypt Is 746 feet 
square, and the temple of the Aztecs In Mexico, 
680 feet square. In volume, therefore, this Ca- 
hokia pyramid is the greatest structure of its kind 
found anywhere in the world, 

“Theré ts so much about the huge Cahokia Mound 
that 1s simflar to the works of the Aztecs that It 
undoubtedly was from that part of the world that 
these people came, bringing thelr religion, their 
priesthood, thelr corn, thelr mode of life, and thelr 
middle order of primitive eivilization. It is gen- 
erally accepted, however, that the mound builders 
of Illinefs did net observe the barbarous human 
saerifices of the Aztecs, 

“Eminent archeologists estimate that the settle- 
ment of the Cahokla mound builders numbered 
150,000 at the helght of its prosperity. 

“They probably fished and hunted to some ex- 
tent, but they likely depended for thelr substst- 
ence upon their labor In the field, and thelr staple 
food was unquestionably corn.” 

Now for the historical nssoclations of national 
importance, Kaskaskia was the first permanent 
KLuropean settlement tn the Upper Mississippi Val- 
ley, as well as the first capital of the “Illnols Ter- 
tory.” Fort Chartres, named for the son of the 
regent of France, was bullt In 1720 by the Freneh 
with the {dea of giving protection to the operations 
of the Company of the West—John Law’s famous 
“Mississippt Bubble”’—organized tn 1717. The fort 
was abandoned tn 1772, the British garrison going 
to Kaskaskia. It has now been tn part restored 
by the state and Its powder magazine, the oldest 
dSullding In Tllinots, will be used as a historteal 
museum, When In 1763 the Jesuits were sup- 
pressed In France and thelr property confiscated 
to the crown, the decree was enforced by the 
French commander against the Jesuits In Kaskas- 
kfa. The priests were expelled and their proper- 
ty, Including 200 acres of cultivated land, muany 
cattle and a brewery, was sold. This was just 
before the British occupation, 

During the Revolution “Hair-Buyer" Hamilton, 
the British commander of the region, with head- 
quarters at Detrott, Incessantly harried the Amert- 
cun settlements fii Kentueky by Indian ratds, 
Rogers Clark, a heaven-born military 
genius rifsed up by Providence for the ocenston, 
concelyed the plan of winning peace for Kentucky 
by carrying the war to Hamilton at Detroft. He 
began operations by capturing Kaskaskla, taking 
it by surprise, without bloodshed. 

The French of the I{nois territory called rhe 
Americans “Long-Knives" and believed them to be 
bloodthirsty and cruel, They had na love for 
their British overlords, but feared the Amerteans 
exceedingly, When Clark eaptured Kaskaskia 
without bloodshed, treated the Inhabitants with 
kindness and announced that there would he no 
interference with thetr and religion the 
simple villagers were overjoyed and enthustastt- 
cally took the oath of allegiance to the United 
States, They ratsed a company of militia and 
accompanied Major Bowman. to Cahokia, where 
there was another bloodless victory. Then they 
voluntoered to take Vincennes the same way— 
which they did. >So Clark got possession of every 
British post In the Illinois country without a bat- 
tle and without the loss of a He. Later that fall 
as everyone knows, Hamilton led an expedition 
from Detroft and reeaptured Vincennes, only to 
lose It to Clark the next spring and be taken to 
Virgintn as a prisoner, 

Clark's sudden appearance and rapld capture of 
these western posts of the British astonished be- 
yond meusure the Indians and thelr ehtefs for 500 
mites round abaut flocked to see the “mighty war-

rior of the Long-Knives.”. By concerted action 
they could wipe out his scanty force in a twin- 
kling. Clark met them in council at Cahokia with | 
stern and lofty dignity. He showed no fear. He | 
fave no indleation of desire for friendship, He 
laid before them a war-belt and a peace-belt and 
told them to take their choice. In short, this young 
leader of backwoods militia bluffed the great crowd 
of restless, bloodthirsty, pro-British savages to a 
Standstill. One chief after another arose and made 
submissive speeches, Clark refused to smoke the | 
peace-pipe with any till he had heard from all and} 
the treaties were concluded. These proceedings 
lasted flve weeks and their influence extended to 
all the tribes around the Great Lakes. Clark had 
no further trouble with the Hlinols Indians. 

Virginia, which then clafmed all this region, {m- 
mediately clinched Clark’s victory by creating the 
“County of Illfnols.” Col. John Todd, as “County 
Lieutenant,” took possession, set up a capital at 
Kaskaskia In May of 1779 and established a com- 
plete elvil government, 

Cahokfa also figures large in an ambitious plan 
by the British cabinet in 1780 to capture New Or- | 
leans, the Spanish posts west of the Mississippi 
and the Hlinois Country. War had been declared 
May 8, 1779, between Spain and Great Britain. | 
May 26, 1780, a raid was made on St. Louis, the 
Spanish headquarters, by a force of 140 English 
and Canadian traders and 1,500 Indians, fitted out 
by Lieutenant Colonel Sinclair of Michillmacinac 
(Muckinac) and led by a Sioux chief named Wa- 
basha, A portion of the party crossed the river 
und ratded Cahokia, Sinclair's official report says: | 
“At Pencour (St. Louis) 68 were killed, and 78 | 
blacks and white people taken prisoners; 43 sealps | 
were brought in. The rebels lost an officer and | 
three men at Cahokia, and five prisoners.” 

Suddenly, without pressing the assault, the en- 
tire party decamped and seattered. They had 
discovered that Clark had returned in haste from 
Kentucky and was at hand, prepared to ald the 
Spanish, The very name Of Clark was a terror 
to the Indians. <A high wind prevented signals 
from being heard; otherwise Clark would have had 
a hund tn the hostilities. 

This attack was part of a general plan devised 
by Lord George Germain for the complete con- 
quest of the West. Features of this plan were to 
bring down a force of Northwestern Indians on St. 
Louis; to send an expedition from Detroit to tn- 
vade Kentucky and keep Clark busy; to bring a 
fleat and army up the Mississippt under. General 
Campbell to unite with the northern expedition, 
The plan was a good one. It falled in part be- 
cause Governor Galvez of New Orleans got busy, 
licked the British and captured their posts along 
the lower Mississippi and at Mobile and Pensa- 
cola, It also failed because Clark blocked the prog- 
ress of the northern expedition and also brought 
to naught the expedition from Detro!t to Kentucky 
under Captain Byrd. 

If this British plan of conquest had heen sue- 
cessful the country north of the Ohio and west 
of the Mississippi would have thereupon become a 
part of the Province of Quebec, 

Clark's brilliant exploits in 1778 and 1779 there 
fore have a place of tmportance in Amertean hig 
tory that cannot be overestimated. They enabled 
the new nation of the United States in the peace 
negotlations successfully to Insist upon the Mis- 
sissipp! as its western boundary as against the 
British contention of the ANleghantes. 

With the Mississippi and the Ohio carrying thelr 
trade to the Gulf, the American people could not 
rest until New Orleans wes an open pert to them, 
This desire of the frontier brought about the 
Louisiana Purchase of 1808. And with the conti. 
nent theirs from the Atlantic to the Rockies the 
march to the Pacifle became a matter of course,
